Montreal, July 21. 


The Imperial Airways experi- 
mental plane Mercury, top half 
of the famous Mayo composite 


craft, arrived at Montreal at 
4.23 p.m, British Summer Time 
to-day after a 20-hour flight 
from Foynes, Ireland. 


Captain Bennett, who was in 
charge of Mercury, described the re- 
eord-breaking Inaugural filght across 
the Atlantic os uneventful. 


Mercury's cargo was quickly un- 
loaded and the machine left for New 
York at 7 p.m. B.S.T. 


For the first time in history, London 
evening papers sold In Montreal on 
the day after publication. 


Captain Bennett; describing the 
flight to Reuter, revealed that he had 
only 80 gallons of petrol to spare 
when the machine landed in Montreal. 
For almost ten hours ofter Ieaving 
Foynes they flew through rain, with 
heud-winds practically the whole way 
to Newfoundland. 


To conserve petrol, he cruised along

At least 2,000 Japanese troops to- 
gether with a large number of tanks, 
armoured cars and — steamboats 
were sent there by transports yester- 
day. 

Military elreles believe that the 
Japanese are planning another 
general offensive by land after the 
failure of the repeated attempts of 
thelr naval vessels to reach Kiuldang, 

Another such abortive attempt was 
made at 6.30 p.m. yesterday by an 
armada of Japanese warships. Lin- 
ing up in twos, the vessels steamed 
up-river from Hukow, opening up a 
terrific bombaredment on the Chinese 
positions on both banks of the 
Yangtse. At least 200 explosives 
were hurled ashore in about an 
hour. Chinese land batteries fired 
back with great effect and succeeded 
in repulsing the ships. 

Japanese aircraft continued their 
wanton destruction of the villages 
lying between Kiuldiang and Sinkang 
throughout yesterday. Some 200 
bombs were’ dropped. However, 
casualties were few ns most of the 
villagers had fied.—Central News,

heroin—that deadly derivative 
of opium—is supphanting the less 
harmful drug as a popular 
poison, In every raid on divans 
Revenue Officers find these little 
pink — pills, cheap and so 
deadly, in large quantities. 
Every day divan operators who 
are selling this slow death are 
being convicted, and fined, with 
the option of imprisonment or 
not. And still the — traffic 
flourishes. Judges and magis- 
trates alike condemn the evil 
have punished the 
“dope” dealers severely, although 
they appreciate as well as any 
one else that the men who are 
being prosecuted are only pawns 
in the game. Still. because it 
is impossible to reach the men 
behind the scenes, the operators 
of the wholesale narcotic busi- 
nesses, it is necessary to be 
severe with someone if the 
slightest success is to be obtain- 
ed. Unfortunately, it seems 
that the present system of fine 
and imprisonment is not 
sufficiently drastic to curb this 
run-away vice. industry. 


The type of Chinese who 
operates the heroin divans has 
no great fear of prison. If his 
fine is paid it does not come out 
of his pocket. Moreover, it is 
more than likely that the divan 
keeper who suffers in “the cause” 
is “looked after” by ‘his prin- 
cipals, in much the same way as 
were the sellers of bad whiskey 
and gin in the United States 
during the days of prohibition. 
In fact, it is not inconceivable 
that in such a well organised 
business as this narcotic traffick- 
ing seems to be there are 
rewards and bonuses for good 
service justss there are in many 
legitimate enterprises. There- 
fore, to effectually suppress — it 
the punishment should more 
suitably fit the crime. ~

FLERMANN WOEUL, an Alsa- 
tian, who is now a French 
citizen and passed into the 
French Army reserve, has one 
of the world’s most unusual dis- 
tinctions.

In July of that year, while work- 
ing with a stretcher party collecting 
wounded, he came on an Italian 
soldier bleeding to death.

Later Mussolini was picked up by 
Italian stretcher bearers, He had 
taken the name of Woehl before the 
latter had gone away,

A osignulman owas “gravely 
blame," says Lieut.-Col. A. HH. 
Muunt, Ministry of Transport in- 
spector, in his report on the 
Castleeary rathway accident, In which 
36 possengers were killed and 179 
suffered Injuries or shock. 


The disaster occurred in a blizzard 
on December 10, when the Edin- 
burgh-Glusgow express over-ran the 
home signal at danger and crashed 
at G0 miles an hour into the back of 
the Dundee to Glasgow express, 
standing just beyond the platform. 


Col. Mount says: “Three men had 
fo participate In varying degrees be- 
for the collision took  place— 
primarily Signalman A, Sneddon, and 
lo a lesser extent Drivers D. 
Macaulay (of the Dundee train) and 
D. Anderson (of the Edinburgh 
train).” 


Discussing the evidence, Col. 
Mount states; "I thinks the falrest 
conclusion js that Signalman Sned- 
don, being considerably perturbed at 
the Idea that the Dundee train was 
not going to stop, misled himself into 
believing whut he imagined to be the 
@isce—thut beenuse he assumed the 
train had passed into the section, the 
track circuit indicator must have 
been clear. 


In brief. Signalman Sneddon was 
gravely to blame: 


“(a) For accepting the Edinburgh 
express without clear knowledge of 
the position of the Dundee train, and 
while actually expecting an accident 
to the latter. 


“(b) For accepting the Edinburgh 
express without warning, even if he 
had known what had happened to 
the Dundee train, when he had cause 
to suspect the reliability of the 
distant signal.” 


Col. Mount adds that there is the 
significant coincidence that Anderson 
accepted the signal in good faith as 
clear, as did Macaulay before him, 


Col. Mount, referring to all-stcel 
coaches, adds: “Such rapid progress 
is now being made in the use of high 
tensile steels, alloys, and welding, 
that the time should net be far dis- 
tant when Insufficiency of strength, 
and unreasonably incrensed welght, 
cost, and maintenance, will no longer

‘Important Conflict For 
Yangtse Points Raging 


Hankow, July 21. 


Important military decisions are expected on the 
Yangtse front, following the extensive movement of 
Chinese and Japanese troops to the battle area. 

The Japanese have despatched considerable forces to. 
Hukow, seriously depleting their strength at Nanking 
and Hangchow in order to concentrate as many men as 
possible for the drive on Kiukiang. 

Twenty-two troop transports are reported to have 
passed Tatung, about 210 miles below Kiukiang, while 
several squadrons of Japanese bombers and pursuit 


planes have been transferred from Hangchow to Wuhu | 


and Anking. 


The Chinese estimate that the Japanese air force in 
the Yangtse area now totals more than 300 planes. 


Meanwhile, the duc between 
Japancse warships and the Chinese 
shore batteries between Lion Hill and 
Kiukiang continued throughout lo-dity 
with Incrensed vigour. The Chinese 
shore batteries protecting the ¢en- 
teonce to Poyang Lake were particu- 
larly effective as the Japanese un- 
successfully endenvoured to force an 
entrance into the 2,500 square miles 
of water along whose western shore 
runs the rallway between Kiukiang 
and Nanchang. '

The Chinese are straining, every 
nerve to recapture ot least one of 
these two cities, for the successful 
eutcome of thelr counter - offensive 
would at once nullify the present 
Jnpanese naval and military activity 
further west, against Kiuklang and 
Lake Poyang.

Pursuant to the above, it has 
been decided that effective as from 
the 15th July, 27th Year of the 
Chinede Republic, our office at 
Shumehun will begin to function. 
In addition to notifying all con- 
cerned, this proclamation is issued 
avith a view to its belng noted by 
all Chinese and foreign merchants 
as well. Should they have goods 
forwarded to Bunan and Hankow 
by train from Kowloon hereafter, 
after payimg the Customs duty, 
they are requested to send their 
men with funds together with the 
Customs papers to pay the transit 
tax to our office at Shumehun. 
In order to ensure that there 
will be no delay, no objection to 
pay this tax shall be tolerated.

For some months past Hong- 
kong authority has been waging 
a ceuseless war against narcotic 
distribution and from the re- 
ports of procecdings in the 
muagistracies it is apparent that 
heroin—that deadly derivative 
of opium—is supplanting the less 
harmful drug as a_ popular 
poison. In every raid on divans 
Revenue Officers find these little 
pink pills, so cheap and so 
deadly, in large quantities. 
Iivery day divan operators who 
are selling this slow death are 
being convicted, and fined, with 
the option of imprisonment or 
not. And still the traffic 
flourishes. Judges and magis- 
trates alike condemn the evil 
trade, and have punished the 
“dope” dealers severely, although 
they appreciale as well as any 
one else that the men who are 
being prosecuted are only pawns 
in the game. Still, because it 
is impossible to reach the men 
behind the scenes, the operators 
of the wholesale narcotic busi- 
nesses, it is necessary to be 
severe with someone if the 
slightest success is to be obtain- 
ed. Unfortunately, it scems 
that the present system of fine 
and imprisonment is not 
sufficiently drastic to curb this 
run-away vice industry. 


The type of Chinese who 
operates the heroin divans has 
no great fear of prison. If his 
fine is paid it does not come out 
of his pocket. Moreover, it is 
more than ‘likely that the divan 
keeper who suffers in “the cause” 
is “looked after” by his prin- 
cipals, in much the same way as 
Were the sellers of bad whiskey 
and gin in the United States 
during the days of prohibition. 
In fact, it is not inconceivable 
that in such a well organised 
business as this narcotic traffick- 
ing seems to bo there are 
rewards and bonuses for good 
service just as there are in many 
legitimate enterprises. There- 
fore, to effectually suppress it 
the punishment should more 
suitably fit the crime, 


Narcotics can kill just as 
surely as any other poison, and 
in ‘the process of killing they 
are apt, to drive their users to 
crime and all sorts of other 
forms of degeneracy. Since the 
divan keoper is the only mem-

HE SAVED 
HITLER AND 
MUSSOLINI 


FLERMANN WOEHL, an Alsa- 
tian, who is now a French 
citizen and passed into the 
French Army reserve, has one 
of the world’s most unusual dis- 
tinctions. It is established 
beyond doubt that both Hitler 
and Mussolini ewe their lives to 
him, wccording to the People. 


On the surface the clalm may 
scem an impessible ono, but thus 
late in the day It has been sifted 
by both the dictators who simul- 
tancously, most probably after 
comparing notes during their re- 
cent Rome meeting, wrote to 
Wecehl, accompanying their Ict- 
ters with the offer of the Iron 
Cross ond the Fascist Medal for 
Merit, 


As ou French reservist Wochl was 
obliged to seck the consent of his 
military chiefs before replying to 
the offer, and they in turn referred 
the matter to the Ministry of War 
in Paris, which has now forbidden 
Woehl to accept either distinction. 

The facts are simple. 


HITLER SURROUNDED 


On mobilisation at the outbreak of 
war, Wochl was sent to the Eastern’ 
Front In accordance with the Ger- 
mun policy of avoiding desertions by 
refraining from asking Alsatians to 
Hight against France. 


In the early morning of Apr. 16, 
1916, Wochi was serving with the 
company In which Hitler was then a 
non-commissioned officer. 


In the confusion the future dicta- 
tor was separated from his men and 
found himself surrounded by a party 
of Russians. 

Wochl went to his ald and arrived 
in time to kill a Russian who was 
about to bring down Hitler, who had 
been disarmed in the meice. He 
afterwards aided the future dictator 
to regain the German lines in safe- 


At the time Wochl was recom- 
mended for a decoration, but for 
some reason or other there was de- 
lay in giving effect tv the recom- 
mendation. 

Only recently was the incident 
brought to the notice of Hitler 
through nn article in a Germon pa- 
per whose correspondent had troced 
Wocehl and interviewed him. 


BLEEDING TO DEATH 


The case of Mussolini came near 
Udine tn 1917, in the middie of the 
‘debacle on the Italian Front follow- 
ing Cuporctto, Wochl was with onc of 
the German units sent to strengthen 
the Austrlans. 

In July of that year, while work- 
Ing with a stretcher party collecting 
wounded, he came on an Italian 
soldier bleeding to death. 

The other bearers were all for 
ignoring the Itailan, but Wochl ban- 
daged him and stopped the bleeding. 
Later Mussolini was picked up by 
Italian stretcher bearers, He had 
taken the name of Woehl before the 
latter had gone away. 

The article in the German paper 
was published in Rome some time 
ago and came to the notice of Mus- 
solini, who could only confirm the 
truth of the claim. :

Charges Against 
Signalman 


A signalman was “gravely to 
blame," says Licut.-Coel. A. H. L. 
Mount, Mlnistry of Transport in- 
spector, in his report on the 
Castlecary railway accident, in which 
36 passengers were killed and 179 
suffered injurics or shock. 


The disaster occurred in a blizzard 
on December 10, when the Edin- 
burgh-Glasyow express over-ran the 
home signal at danger and crashed 
at 60 miles an hour Into the back of 
the Dundee to Glasgow express, 
standing just beyond the platform. 


Col. Mount says: “Three men had 
to’ participate In varying degrees be- 
for the collision took place— 
primarily Signalman A. Sneddon, and 
to a lesser extent Drivers D. 
Macaulay (of the Dundce train) and 
D. Anderson (of the Edinburgh 
train).” 


Discussing the evidence, Col. 
Mount states: “I think the fairest 
conclusion Is that Signalman Sned- 
don, being considerably perturbed at 
the idea that the Dundee train was 
not going to stop, misled himself into 
believing what he imagined to be the 
case—that because he assumed the 
train had passed into the section, the 
track cireuit indicator must have 
been clear. 


In brief. Signalman Sneddon was 
gravely to blame: 


“(a) For accepting the Edinburgh 
express without clear knowledge of 
the position of the Dundee train, and 
while actually expecting on accident 
to the latter. 


“(b) For accepting the Edinburgh 
express without warning, even if he 
had known what had happened .to 
the Dundee train, when he hnd cause 
to suspect the reliability of the 
distant signal.” 


Col. Mount adds that there Js the 
significant coincidence that Anderson 
accepted the signal in good faith as 
clear, ns did Macaulay before him.

And he has clung to the top once 
ho got there, Has this been a good 
thing for us all and for the world? 

It Js hard to answer that ques- 
tlon fairly, because no one knows 
how much Sir Maurice is respon- 
sible for, how much happened in 
splte of ail he could do. 

On the debit side we can place 
his militaristic outiook. He was not 
a “sallor-and-soldicr-too’? with- 
out absorbing a permanent flavour 
of both services, 

His evidence before the Anns 
Commission was deplorable from 
the point of view of a peace lover. 
But then Sir Maurice, to do him 
justice, has never posed as a paci- 
st. 

There was at any rate danger in 
the fact that a man with such 
determined views on military 
matters should have occupied such 
a commanding position. 

On the credit side Sir Maurice 
is always utterly reliable, utterly 
conscientious, utterly loynl. He 
has kept Cabinets straight when 
they wanted to wobble and subside 
in noisy vacillation. 

He has maintained all the most 
scrupulous traditions of the British 
Civil Service. He has always 
helped and advised Ministers new 
to thelr jobs with so much tact 
that they wondered how casy they 
found it all, 


His family? I nearly forgot. 
He has not had much time for 
them. There has always been so 
much to do: 50 little time to do it. 

Lady Hankey, whom Sir Maurice 
married in 1903, is a South African, 
and as quict and unassuming o 
lndy as he ts 2 gentleman. They 
have three sons, two of them who 
are doing very nicely, thank you, 
in the Diplomatic Servict, and onc 
daughter who married Sir Ernest 
Benn's son, and lives near her 
parents at Limpsfleld. 

He has latterly cost us £3,000 a 
year, less Income Tax which we 
have recovered from him. After 
the war we gave him “£25,000 to 
show our gratitude. 

In future, besides his pension, 
which may .amount to about 
£2,000, he wilk receive roughly 
£65,000 a year as a British Govern-

Prevot pleaded 
guilty to the charge and was placed 
under a bond of $5,000 in two surcties, 
both to be furnished by British sub- 
jects resident in Hankow.
